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Grocery strike 


Even without one, labor pact may raise food bill

Negotiations have begun in a labor dispute that has all 
the indications of developing into a bruising battle before 
settlement is reached. 

Meeting eyeball to eyeball over the conference table 
regularly in an attempt to pound out an agreement are 
representatives of 83,000 food clerks in Southern Califor- 
nia — members of the Retail Clerks Union — and the 
Food Employers Council, Inc. 

This confrontation has more than a passing interest to 
everyone who eats. 

Given the issues involved and the attitudes of the con- 
ferees, there appears to be a possibility — maybe a 
probability — of a strike. 

Not only would a strike make finding a place to buy 
food difficult during the work stoppage, it would 
doubtless increase — at least to some degree — the con- 
sumer’s grocery bill after a settlement is reached. 

In an attempt to explain the anatomy of a labor con- 
tract negotiation, The Daily Report talked to Larry D. 
Sooter, president of the Retail Clerks Union Local 1428, 
headquartered in Pomona, and Robert K. Fox, president 
of the Food Employers Council, with offices in Los 
Angeles. 

Local 1428 is one of nine Southern California locals ex- 
tending from the Kern County Line to the Mexican 
border that are involved in the negotiations. 

Both spokesmen profess a sincere desire to settle the 
issues with as little dissention as possible. 

‘‘We've submitted our initial proposals,” said Sooter. 
“These proposals are subject to negotiation from both 
sides of the table. This means that any or all of them 
could be subject to modification. It’s my hope that these 
negotiations are settled in a non-adversary at- 
mosphere.” 

As for Fox, he said: 

‘We going to do everything we can that’s reasonable to 
reach a fair and equitable agreement.” 

Yet, neither is reluctant to talk about the possibility of 
a strike. 

As for the status of the negotiations, Sooter explained 
that on June 4 the union gave the food council its total list 
of proposals, except those involving health and welfare 
and pensions. 

After the June 4 confab. two meetings were held last 
week — on Tuesday and Friday. Beginning this week, 
both sides have agreed to meet in negotiating sessions on 


Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Thursdays for succeeding 
weeks. 

The contract to be negotiated probably will be for 
three years and will cover all market employees except 
meatcutters, Sooter said. 

The union has established a deadling of July 22 for ter- 
mination of negotiations. 

“No negotiations will continue past that point,”’ he 
specified. 

The current three-year contract expires July 26. 

On July 26, Sooter explained, two meetings have been 
scheduled by Local 1428 at 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. in Mt. San 
Antonio College football stadium to vote on the contract 
that has been reached during the weeks of negotiations. 

The voting will determine whether the contract will be 
approved by the union members or it will be rejected and 
a strike will ensue. 

He pointed out that locals in other counties will be 
voting concurrently, some requiring as much as two days 
to complete their voting because of the size of the 
territory they cover. 

Sealed ballot boxes from all of the locals will be sent to 
ballot counting headquarters in Buena Park where, on 
July 28 at 10 a.m., vote counting will begin. 

Because of the massive number of votes to be tallied 
from the nine counties, counting will take from 4-6 hours, 
Sooter said. The counties are San Bernardino, Riverside, 
San Diego, Orange, Los Angeles, Kern, Santa Barbara, 
San Luis Opispo and Ventura. 

If a strike is called, it would be districtwide, Sooter 
said, involving all of the 83,000 union members in 
Southern California. 

“Tf one strikes,”’ he said, ‘we all strike. It will be a 
pooled vote.” 

Asked where people will buy food if a strike closes the 
markets, Sooter said, ‘‘We have our independent 
markets that will remain open.” 

Why? 

First, he answered, to serve the public, and second, 
‘““we don’t want to break the small markets.” 

It's doubtful these independent markets have the finan- 
cial resources to withstand a long strike, he said. But he 
added that most of the employees of these markets do 
belong to the union. 

Sooter listed the major chains that will be affected by 
the current negotiations. They include Albertson's, 
Alpha Beta, Arden-Mayfair, Boys Markets, Certified 
Grocers Foods Co., Inc., (Mayflower), Hughes Markets, 
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Shoppers in the West End and throughout South- 
ern California have more than passing interest in 
current contract negotiations between major su- 
permarkets and the Retail Clerks Union, which 


Alfred M. Lewis, Inc., Lucky Stores, Market Basket, 
Newmart Co. (Beverage Distributors, Inc.), Ralphs, 
Safeway. Smith’s Food King and Stater Brothers. 

Fox, chief negotiator for the Food Employers Council, 
said the employers ‘‘are alarmed and apprehensive” 
about the union’s demands 

So far. he said early last week. the employers council 
had received no wage or benefit demands except that the 
union is asking for a 32-hour week for 40 hours of pay 
“Their so-called non-economic demands, not to mention 
their wage demands, are enough to precipitate a strike,” 
he charged 

‘With reluctance. I have contacted all of the people we 
represent and told them to begin preparation tor a 
strike.” 

What are the chief concerns of the Food Employers 
Council as they participate in the contract negotiations?

If negotiations, 
which have been going on for months, do not lead 
to a new contract by next month, the possibility 
of a strike looms. 


“We're vitally concerned,’ Fox said, ‘‘with the 
problem of productivity and efficiency in the markets. it 
has been on the decline for the past 20 years and there is 
no way to overcome (ile current) inflationary spiral and 
the great problem of food prices unless ways and means 
are found to increase productivity.” 


The union’s Sooter was asked if. without becoming in- 
volved in any financial specifics. he didn’t think the un- 
ion’s proposals are inflationary. 


“I'd have to say they are,” he answered, ‘‘but food 
prices have been going up every day. Our clerks received 
a wage increase only last February and before that last 
July. Not excluding these two months, prices have been 
going up every month. The retail food industry is having 
record profits and we feel the clerks should be getting a 
larger share of them.” 


Student guards 


are effective at 


Upland school

Some of the orange-jacketed sixth 
graders barely stand tall enough to 
see over the tops of cars whizzing 
down 22nd Street. Yet, after two 
years, the student crossing guard 
program has made the street in 
front of Valencia School safer. 

“It’s not easy for them,” said 
Upland police Officer Larry 
Mendoza, who oversees the 
program. “‘It can be frightening for 
a 60-pound sixth grader to try and 
stop a 3,000-pound car. That’s why 
we give them training.”’ 

Since the program began in fall of 
1979, Mendoza said the average 
speed of cars on the street when 
students are going to and from 
school has dropped from 30-35 mph 
to 20-22 mph. 

“That translates into about 117 
feet more stopping space for a 
vehicle,’ said Mendoza. ‘‘The kids 
have really helped the situation on 
this street.” 

Valencia is the only Upland school 
utilizing students as crossing 
guards, but Mendoza said plans are 
being made to expand the program. 

Students must maintain a high 
academic standard to be admitted 
into the program and display 
responsibility and willingness to 
report to the job every day. 

At the end of the year, teams of 
fifth graders are chosen to serve as 
guards for the next school year. 
They are trained by the graduating 
crossing guards and the Upland 
Police Department. 

The guards never actually enter 
the street, but are taught to stop 
traffic with the use of a sign 
mounted on a long pole. Three 
students are used at each crossing 
— one on either side of the street 
with the signs to control vehicular 
traffic, and a third to keep an eye on 
pedestrians and give them 
permission to cross. 

The guards also have the authority 
to issue citations. According to Abe 
Salen, 11, of the afternoon patrol, 
pink slips are handed out to students 
who ride their bikes on the specially 
marked lanes on school property, 
and to walkers who dart into the 
street without a guard’s permission, 
start fights, run or use profanity. 

When asked if this at times makes 
them unpopular with other students,” 
guard Stacey Pichotta, 11, admitted 
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it occasionally made for difficult 
moments. 

‘Sometimes they think you’re just 
a show-off,” she said, ‘‘but most of 
the time they listen. It really makes 
you feel like you're doing something 
for the school.”’ 

Principal Roger Schulte 
enthusiastically supports the 
program, commending the role it 
plays in teaching students 
leadership. 

Teacher Michael Gregory serves 
as adviser to the patrol. He said it is 
occasionally necessary to replace a 
student who cannot fulfill the duties 
of the job. 

‘Some kids just aren't quite 
mature enough yet,” he said. ““They 
may not show up on time, or will 
stand and talk to friends, or start 
making a lot of complaints about 
their assignment to their captains. 

“‘Tt’s important that they work as 
a team.”’ 

David Stark, 12, is captain of the 
morning patrol. He talks seriously 
about the importance of the job, and 
the difficulty of ‘‘keeping the troops 
happy”’ all the time. 

(Guards) usually start out the 
beginning of the year very excited 
and enthusiastic,” he said. ‘‘But as 
the months wear on, they begin to 
get tired of coming in every day, day 
after day. 

“That's why we started doing 
things like rotating captains’ 
positions — it gives everyone a 
chance to be the boss.” 

The responsibility for all the 
members is present, though. 
Students who receive too many 
citations from guards may have 
their parents contacted and 
privileges revoked. 


Guards are also trained to take 
down license numbers and 
descriptions of cars that ignore their 
orders to stop. The information is 
turned over to the police 
department, which contacts the 
registered owner of the vehicle. 


“We've also had a problem with 
motorists trying to pick up children 
in the past,’ said Mendoza. ‘‘Since 
we've had the guards — who are 
trained to observe this sort of action 
— I can’t remember the last call of 
that sort we had for Valencia. 


“It’s an added benefit of the 
program we didn’t count on.”

Smelly problem 


20-year-old Upland trash pile to be

Something is rotten in the state of 
Denmark. 

Hamlet. Act I. Se. 4. 

Shakespeare may have been 
referring to politics in his famous 
quote, but Upland residents — 
particularly those in the northeast 
sector — will have something 
literally ‘‘rotten” to talk about for 
the next few weeks. 

Workers are bulldozing into 20- 
year-old trash buried in the old land- 
fill at Campus Avenue and 14th 
Street. 

The resulting odor will “‘‘not be 
very pleasant,” according to city 
engineer Fred Blanchard, but the 
action is necessary to avoid 
potentially polluting underground 
water basins that serve as a source 
of city water. 


‘‘No one thought about the effect 
trash would have buried 
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underground in the 1950s when the 
landfill was started,’’ said 
Blanchard. ‘‘We’re not alone in 
having to correct resulting 
problems — it’s happening all over 
the country.” 

The potential problem was 
brought to the city’s attention by the 
staff of the water quality control 
board. Apparently when the dump 
was first opened, the city agreed to 
leave a drainage ditch running 
north-south through the site to 
handle overflow from a flood control 
basin near 15th Street. 


A wooden railroad trestle near 
14th Street was in use at the time, 
and plans were to have the channel 
run under the bridge. 

The channel was still used as a 
landfill, but trash was only allowed 
to accumulate 15 feet deep before it 
was covered with earth. Trash in 
other areas of the dump may be as 
deep as 30 feet, according to 
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street. Valencia is the only school in the city that utilizes students in 
a special crossing guard program. 


Blanchard. 

The drainage channel can still be 
spotted north of a cement culvert 
near the middle of the site. Water 
from that point flows through a 
drainage system, and comes out 
south of Foothill Boulevard near 
Memorial Park. 

“The water quality control people 
are concerned that water may seep 
down through the trash under the 
ditch, into the water basin below,” 
said Blanchard. ‘‘The degree of 
hazard is not great, but it is there, 


and something needs to be done.” 


Beginning Monday, workers 
wearing gas masks will start to dig 
out the 15 feet of trash under the 
ditch. 

“Yt compare it to something 
unpleasant like going to the 
dentist,” said Blanchard. ‘‘No one 
wants to do it, but the quicker you 
get it over with, the better. 

“It’s something that has to be

done.” 

He said unearthed trash will be 
relocated to a spot in the southwest 
corner of the site. Dig areas and the 
new landfill area will be recovered 
with soil at the end of each working 
day, in the hope of lessening the 
strong odor at least during the 
nighttime hours. 

Blanchard said the job was 
scheduled for June since the 
weather is generally mild this time 
of year. The unseasonable heat has 
come as an unwelcome surprise. 

The site will be shut down on days 
when the pollution level is ruled too 
high. If work is allowed to continue 
uninterrupted, he estimated the job 
will take about three weeks to 
complete. 

In the meanwhile, area residents 
may have to put up with a June filled 
not only with the scent of summer 
flowers, but remnants of the city’s 
20-year-old trash.

Classes will begin as much as an 
hour later at six Ontario-Montclair 
School District elementary schools 
this fall in an effort to cut district 
bus transportation costs. 

A near-capacity crowd of parents 
and teachers filled an approxi- 
mately 375-seat auditorium to pro- 
test and see trustees approve 
Superintendent Bill Plaster’s rec- 
‘ommendation to stagger school 
starting times. 

Parents and teachers urged the 
board not to adopt the measures, 
Saying they would cause too many 
‘problems for parents who must 
‘leave for work before children leave 
‘for school and will extend the school 
jday later into the afternoon when 
theat and smog will cut learning po- 
itential. 

+ The six affected schools will all 
begin classes at 9 a.m. Those 
‘schools and their present starting 
times are: Mariposa, 8:15 and 8:30 
ja.m.; Hawthorne, 8:15 and 8:30 
a.m.; Del Norte, 8:30 a.m.; Berlyn, 
8 a.m.; Edison, 8:30 a.m.; Margari- 
ta, 8:30 a.m. and Moreno, 8:15 a.m. 


Only one trustee, Vice President 
Kathleen Brugger, voted against the 
‘proposal after hearing more than an 
hour of protests. She said she felt 
parent complaints were valid and 
that a better solution could be 
worked out. Students, she said, 
Jearn better during the morning 
hours than in the afternoons. 


The proposal stemmed from at- 
tempts to cut the cost of providing 
bus transportation for 2,700 of the 
district's approximately 14,000 stu- 
dents. ‘“‘This one item in the current 
budget exceeds $1 million,”’ Plaster 
said. 

He said staggering school starting 
times would allow some buses to 
serve double duty, delivering chil- 
dren to one school, then starting an- 
other set of routes to serve another 
school. 


According to Plaster, it will shave 
$402,000 from the budget next year 
begause it will cut the need to hire 
new bus drivers, cut bus mainte- 


nance by cutting the size of the dis- 
trict fleet and eliminate the need to 
purchase six new buses next year. 

“If you don’t save money in this 
area, you'll have to save this same 
amount of money in other areas ... 
personnel, books or others. It could 
affect a good salary settlement for 
our employees,”’ he said. 

Brenda Henry said she is one of 
many parents who will have a child 
who ‘‘will have to leave the house, 
lock up all alone and go to school’ 
because both parents must leave for 
work before the child will need to 
leave for class. 

She agreed with Brugger, saying, 
“T think you’ll find in most of our 
schools now they do all the testing in 
the morning because that’s when 
they’re more alert.”’ 

Plaster said many schools across 
the state that have adopted later 
starting times haven’t experienced 
a drop in student’s scores on state 
tests 

Henry noted there have been ‘‘11 
new positions in the administration 
building.’’ She said she feared the 
money saved would be used to fund 
administrators, not teachers and 
students. 

One woman said she won’t allow 
her child to prepare for school 
alone; she will have to quit her job 
instead. 

“You're going to have more tar- 
dies and more truancy,’ Debbie 
Lasser warned the trustees. She 
said many children, if not pushed 
out the door, may decide to stay 
home instead of attending their dai- 
ly classes. 

She said working parents could 
get morning baby sitters but many 
can't afford that. 

“T can’t see how it can be any 
more dangerous having a child at 
home alone in the morning than hav- 
ing him alone at home in the af-

‘We educate the children; are we 
supposed to baby. sit them too?” 

Ontario-Montclair Teachers Asso- 
ciation President Seldon Stone said 
teachers are as unhappy with the 
proposal as parents. He said they’re

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times as they are with starting at 9 
a.m. It’s just too late in the day, he 
said. 

Stone suggested a compromise. 
He suggested elementary schools be 
staggered with half an hour between 
starting times but that all elemen- 
tary times be moved back 15 min- 
utes. 

Neely Titus, of the transportation 
department, said too many of the 
buses are tied up then delivering 
students to junior high schools. He 
said he didn’t know how many were 
used for junior high schools but said 
it wasn’t all 13 buses planned for use 
next year. 

Trustee James Strait suggested 
moving all school starting times — 
including junior high schools — back 
15 minutes or half an hour to give 
the buses enough time to make their 
runs.

Trustees said that would be un- 
safe because it’s too dark then dur- 
ing the winter months. 

Plaster said the measure adopted 
by trustees Thursday will save $402,- 
000 next year but in subsequent 
years the amount saved may be 
much less. Much of the savings is 
from not needing six new replace- 
ment buses in September and that’s 
not a recurring cost. 

“Very frankly, I think we’re going 
to face the same problem (cutting 
transportation costs) next year,” he 
said.

One of her many duties as Dairy Princess has been to 
visit with school-age children, youth groups and scouts 
and discuss not only her activities during her year-long 
reign, but just what eating well can do in terms of more 
energy for sports and better school work. :

Samuel A. Ferguson, a 
community college president in the 
San Francisco Bay Area, has been 
named superintendent-president of 
Chaffey College effective July 1. 

The announcement was made 
Thursday. 

As Chaffey’s first black 
superintendent-president, Ferguson 
signed a three-year contract that 
calls for a starting annual salary of 
$55,000. The selection is expected to 
be ratified by trustees at next 
Thursday’s board meeting. 

“The board of trustees selected 
Dr. Ferguson on an unanimous vote 
and we believe that he will be the 
center of stability that this college 
So sorely needs,’’ said board 
president Sharon King-Jeffers in a 
prepared statement. 

‘I welcome Dr. Ferguson 
especially because of his proven 
ability to work in harmony with his 
Staff in an atmosphere of respect 
and trust even during periods of 
turmoil,’ she said. ‘‘He will be an 
asset to the college and to the 
district.”’ 

Ferguson comes at a time of 
major changes at Chaffey College. 
In the last six months, former 
Superintendent-President James 
Catanzaro left for another job in the 
midst of a campaign to recall three 
trustees. Those trustees were 
unseated in an April election. 

Also, classified workers returned 
to work this week after a five-day 
strike. 

The college is currently under the 
leadership of Glenn Gooder, who 
will leave his temporary position 
July 15. 

The 49-year-old Ferguson began 
his career as a teaching assistant at 
Oakwood College in Huntsville, Ala. 
where he earned a bachelor’s degree 
in biological sciences. 

In 1953. he taught anatomy and 
physiology for the U.S. Medical 
Corps, and has taught general 
physiology at the University of San

In 1968, Ferguson went to the 
College of San Mateo as an 
instructor in anatomy and 
physiology. In 1969 he was named 
chairman of the division of life 
sciences. 

He later was named associate 
dean of instruction for arts and 
sciences, a post he held until going 
to Canada College. 

Ferguson received his doctorate 
in general physiology, with an 
emphasis in pharmacology, from 
the University of Pennsylvania in 
1961. 

He holds lifetime Calfiornia 
Community College Supervisor, 
Chief Administrative Officer and 
teaching credentials. He also 
possesses surgical technology 
certification and has done extensive 
research in the areas of 
pharmacology and drug misuse at 
Stanford University. 

In 1967 Ferguson was honored for 
his scientific research by being 
elected to American Men and 
Women of Science. He is also listed 
in ‘‘Who’s Who in Black America.” 


Chaffey College received 82 
applications for the position of 
president during a nationwide 
search that began Feb. 19. 


The applications were reviewed 
by a screening committee, 
consisting of Phil Hartley, president 
of the Chaffey College Teachers 
Association; Ray Turner, president 
of California School Employees 
Association, Chapter 431; Erna 
Noble, representing the Faculty 
Senate; Margaret Rose, 
representing supervisory- 
confidential nersonnel: Dean of 
Instruction Teddie Lopez; John 
Cortez, representing the student 
body ; and the five college trustees. 







Bernardino County governing body to act as an arts 
council or commission which will serve myriad arts 
agencies.

‘Because it already has had the legal non-profit status 
for three years ... the time required to be eligible for 
grant monies from the California Arts Council ... we are 
temporarily operating under the aegis of Arrowhead 
Allied Arts Council in San Bernardino,’”’ Dutton said. 
‘But arts representatives from throughout the county 
will have an equal voice in the steering committee.” 

Jim Hardesti, publicist, has been named the council’s 
acting executive director by Glenn Rymer, AAAC 
president. His work will involve helping coordinate 
committee meetings and activities. Hardesti, public 
relations director for CLASS, is on part time loan from 
the foundation throught Sept. 30. 

Hardesti is a former UCLA theater arts major, a 
former theater/film reviewer for a Florida daily 
newspaper, magazine editor and was once publicist for 
the Palm Spring Center Theatre.

$25 million lawsuit 
filed against Kaiser 


A $25 million suit has been filed against Kaiser Steel 
Corp. by an Upland man who contends that conditions at 
the Fontana plant resulted in his permanent disability 

Thomas Rex Norton, a 21-year employee at Kaiser and 
a foreman when he was laid off in January 1980, filed the 
suit in Los Angeles County Superior Court 

Other defendants named were the steelmaker’s 
trustees and administrators of the company’s insurance 
and retirement plans: Bank of America, Wells-Fargo 
First National City Bank of New York and New York 
Life Insurance Co. 

The suit contends that ‘‘pollutants, contaminants and 
poisons’ Norton inhaled during his work at Kaiser have 
caused him “‘serious and extreme injuries to his entire 
body.”’ including a congestive lung disease 

Norton blamed the company for failing to take ade- 
quate safety measures. He said he was laid off because 
he was too ill to work, while Kaiser said it was part of an 
overall reduction in its labor force

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Famed works of art 
re-created at festival 


Highly talented artists are by no 
means rare around Laguna’s 
Festival of Arts, where many who 
reside in the area display their 
creations during the season, to the 
delight of people attracted to the 
event from across the country and 
around the world. 

Even so, very few have chalked up 
so Many successes at the com- 
paratively early age of 27 as one 
painter whose work has won him a 
trip to Europe, plus countless ad- 
ditional awards — and a niche in the 
festival’s Pageant of the Masters, 
which features the re-creation of 
great works of art with real people 
posing to look exactly like their 
counterparts on canvas. 

The artist concerned is Richard 
Bunkall, whose work has graced the 
festival grounds for the past three 
years, and who was recently com- 
missioned by pageant director Glen 
Eytchison to create a work to be 
featured on the 1981 program along 
with living look-alikes of master- 
pieces by such earlier greats as 
Leonardo da Vinci. Only very rarely 
in the 48-year history of the pageant 
has the work of a Laguna artist been 
so honored 

The item in question is ‘‘Coney 
Island,”’ an oil painting depicting a 
typical group of day trippers enjoy- 
ing such things as hot dogs at New 
York's colorful seaside summer 
playground 

To audience members, the recrea-

tion of the ‘‘living - pictures’ stage 
will look exactly like the original 
work, although the pageant version 
will be much larger so as to accom- 
modate the cast members. 

Born in Pasadena in 1953, Bunkall 
studied art at Saddleback College 
for one year — long enough to build 
up a portfolio that would, he hoped, 
meet a mandatory requirement for 
entering the Art Center College of 
Design in Los Angeles. 


His hope was realized in 1974, and 
for the next three years he devoted 
all his energies to studying at that 
distinguished institution. In the spr- 
ing of 1977, in an acid-test of his 
progress, he submitted samples of 
his work in an attempt to gain ex- 
hibit space as part of the Festival of 
Arts scene 


The winning of a prize in the form 
of a trip to Europe accounted for 
much of the second half of 1979, 
when he visited galleries galore in 
Britain, Turkey, Greece, Italy and 
France. The prize was awarded in 
an international competition open to 
watercolor artists. 


Other such honors include the Ir- 
vine Foundation Award at the New- 
port Art Festival. His watercolor 
and tempera submission took first 
prize. He has also won awards in 
New York, besides having his works 
selected for reproduction in quality 
magazines such as Orange County 
Illustrated 


Besides being a festival exhibitor 
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pageant program, Bunkall has serv- 
ed the organization in a third 
capacity: that of juror — one of 
seven who evaluated samples of 
work submitted by almost four hun- 
dred would-be exhibitors in the spr- 
ing of 1979. Like his six fellow - 
jurors, he donated his expertise to 
the festival — not only on jurying 
day that year, but also during the 
seven-week season, a _ procedure 
followed each year to assure that 
grounds visitors see only top-quality 
exhibits. 

Besides painting. Bunkall also 
teaches — mostly at the institution 
where he developed his award - win- 
ning technique: the Art College of 
Design. Since he studied with that 
academy it has moved to Flintridge 
Hills, not far from Pasadena’s Rose 
Bowl. 

His work is displayed over a wide 
area, including New York, Arizona, 
and locally at Challis Galleries. 

Along with that of some 160 other 
artists and craftsmen residing in the 
coastal strip from San Clemente to 
Newport Beach, his work will be 
shown on the festival grounds this 
year from July 14 through Aug. 30. 
The park-like display area is at 650 
Laguna Canyon Road, easy strolling 
distance from Laguna’s beach and 
downtown areas.

The agreement means 


that emergency calls to the 
school district dispatch cen- 
ter after the central switch- 
board closes at 4:30 p.m. on 
weekdays will be automat- 
ically transferred to the On- 
tario Fire Department 


The unanimous vote by 
the school board will permit 
Tanner to direct the dis- 
trict’s contractor, De Witt 
Ethridge of Los Angeles, to 


begin work on the planned 
joint dispatch center. Tan- 
ner later said the construc- 
tion contract will extend for 
almost one year 

The Ontario Fire Depart- 
ment has already com- 
mitted itself to assuming 
the duties of the district 
base station. The Ontario 
City Council formally ap- 
proved the agreement last 
week, according to a dis- 
trict memorandum 

Overall. the joint dis- 
patch center will be rep- 
resented by the fire 
departments from Ontario, 
the Foothill Fire Protection 
District and Chino.

Now, 
people frorn all over the world pack the benches each night to hear jazz as it 
was played when it was created. 


The Preservation Hall Jazz Band is unique, inasmuch as they follow no set 
program during their concerts, according to C. Dale Jenks, Civic Light 
Opera general manager. “The musicians themselves don’t know what 
they’ll play, beyond perhaps the opening and closing numbers,” said Jenks. 
“What they play is determined in large by the audience.” 


“The music they play is simple in technical terms, but complex in perfor- 
mance,’’ he added. ‘‘Because they improvise as they go along, each concert 
is an original that will never be re-constructed in exactly the same way.”

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Unusual plan 


reduces home 
cost for some

In a move unique to the valley, 12 
dilapidated houses in Chino will soon 
be moved to new locations, refur- 
bished, and resold as duplex condo- 
miniums to families with low and 
moderate incomes 

The houses have to be relocated 
from their present site at Central 
and Washington avenues to make 
way for a new Security Pacific Bank 
building and the bank has agreed to 
donate the houses to the city if they 
are moved from the premises. 

Harry Weinroth, director of com- 
munity development, disclosed that 
two non-profit corporations have 
made an offer to find and buy suita- 
ble lots, relocate the buildings there 
and fix them up for sale at no cost to 
the city. 

Weinroth said the developers, the 
Future Builders of America and the 
Los Angeles Community Design 
Center, have agreed to sell the units 
for $63,000 apiece or less to families 
whose incomes do not exceed 
$28,700. 

The proposal was outlined to the 
Chino City Council, acting as the 
city’s redevelopment agency, and it 
elicited favorable reaction from 
most of the members 

Eileen Carter, chairman of the 
agency, said the project appeared to 
be ‘‘a good one. I would not like to 
lose this opportunity to provide af- 
fordable housing at no expense to 
the city. 

Director Ben Burrell added that 
the project was ‘‘better than getting 
the city involved in the housing busi- 
ness.” 

Director Rafael Kenealy said he 
favored the project providing that 


the release of the buildings to the de-

velopers did not constitute a gift of 
public property. 

And Mayor Larry Walker said he 
wanted to make sure one of the 
buildings would be left on the site as 
long as possible to provide a tempo- 
rary home for the Chino YMCA. The 
YMCA is looking for its first home 


in Chino and has voiced its desire to 
use one of the 12 buildings, if possi- 
ble 

Only director Fred Aguiar ap- 
peared reluctant to act. At his re- 
quest for more time to study the 
proposal, the agency held off action 
for two weeks and instructed its 
staff in the interim to prepare the 
necessary papers for signing the 
agreement. 

Weinroth said the city originally 
was going to do its own rehabilita- 
tion. 

He said the city was going to ap- 
propriate a total of $480,500 to buy 
new lots, fix up the houses and sell 
them. However, he said the search 
for new locations had not met with 
much success. 

However, James R. Bonar, exe- 
cutive director of the Design Center, 
said his group has located several 
lots near Riverside Drive that would 
be suitable for duplexes. 

He said the Design Center would 
place two houses on each lot to cut 
the cost of land and reduce the price 
of the units. All the buildings would 
be re-roofed, re-wired, re-carpeted, 
landscaped, furnished with solar-as- 
sisted water heating systems, insu- 
lated and remodeled. 

A restriction would assure that 
houses be sold only to low- and mod- 
erate-income families. 


Carl J. Hanson, president of the 
Future Builders, said some$700,000 
for the project would come from an 
$8.3 million San Bernardino County 
Housing Bond Issue, aproved by the 
Board of Supervisors last Decem- 
ber. He said the two corporations al- 
ready are fixing up old houses in 
Fontana, Rialto and Los Serranos. 

Weinroth told the agency that the 
project would enable the city to wid- 
en sections of Central and Washing- 
ton avenues. In addition to removing 
a blight from the business area, he 
said the relocated houses also would 
improve the appearance of other lo- 
cations where trash and weeds litter 
unimproved lots.

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Avoid falling 
into danger of 
servile habits

George had a master’s degree in Business Administra- 
tion but one item about life he never understood. It is 
this. We come to believe in what we do. This is because 
the way we act is the way we learn to feel, and this is 
then the way we behave. 

Let me explain. If we kneel each time the king comes 
by we begin to feel in time that we are saluting a person 
ruling by divine right. If we are taught to discriminate 
against people of another color or race, we in time come 
to feel that we are better than they are. 

History teaches that whole populations have been kept 
under a tyrant’s heel by their being made to observe this 
ritual of bowing their head and bending their knee. After 
this comes the curious rationale that when the com- 
missioned officer is shown to be an incompetent fool, the 
soldier says, ‘‘I do not salute the man, but the uniform.” 
Or as the Japanese say, ‘I do not honor the person, but 
his many years.’’ All this is so illogical that it defies 
reason, but it is still very human, it is custom and we 
come to believe in what we do. 


If you act in a servile manner, you will begin to think 
as a servant, and what may be worse you can easily slide 
into the attitude of accepting this as your life pattern. 
You can just as easily invent reasons to justify others’ 
superiority. If you act like you believe in yourself, then 
what you do will take you to success. 


It is our attitudes which are the hard-core of our men- 
tal life. These are the habits that sit in the driver’s seat. 
and they form all the other habit patterns of our lives. 
When we can handle these basic attitudes we are in con- 
trol of our life. 


George’s breakthrough came when I told him the story 
of Joe Carson. Joe was an outstanding golfer, with 
perfect form. Joe felt so inferior when he played with 
what he considered some of the big-name golfers, it cost 
him six to nine strokes in 18 holes. 


The difference in his game was his attitude which said, 
‘Who am I to be playing golf with these good golfers?” 
He saw himself as being inferior to them and played in 
such a way to prove his attitude. 

Joe came from the wrong side of the tracks, and began 
caddying at an early age. Pretty soon, with the help of 
the pros, and a great deal of practice he was good enough 
to golf with the best. His problem was that every time he 
entered into tournament competition, he was so sure that 
he was the ragged, dirty kid on the other side of the 
tracks, that he could see himself only in second place 


George could understand what was wrong with Joe's 
game because he played golf. When I could get George to 
apply this to his business life he began to move up the 
ladder of success. He began to believe in himself. He’ saw 
himself as he was, and what he could be. It works just 
about the same in all areas of our life.

Physical therapy doesn’t have to be laborious, boring and 
confined to a sterile room — not if you go for The Brass Ring. 

The Brass Ring is a group of volunteers who, since 1966, 
have been using their free time to teach the handicapped to 
ride horses. 

‘“We’ve been trying to use it as a therapy thing but it’s com- 
pletely away from the clinical aspect. These kids are benefit- 
ing from it but having fun at the same time,” Pat Morris, a 
Brass Ring volunteer, said. 

The group meets Sunday afternoons (except holidays) at 
Paul and Donna Hughes’ Jubilee Ranch in South Ontario. Be- 
cause many suffer from afflictions like blindness and cerebral 
palsy, it may be their one and only chance to ride. 

Riders have to have their doctors’ authorization to make 
sure riding won’t worsen their conditions but they needn’t be 
children. “Age means nothing,’ Pat said. She said they’ve 
taught riders varying in age from ‘‘3 to 99.” 

Originally, the ranch was called the Carrousel. The Brass 
Ring was named in honor of a free ride — and that’s just what 
it is. No rider is charged for the services. Volunteers depend on 
private donations to keep the program alive. 

‘These people think they can’t do anything but they have to 
do something to get on a horse,’’ Pat said. Riding horses is an 
incentive for them and once they're on horseback they have to 
exercise their muscles to stay on. 

“They have to use muscles that won't normally be used ina 
wheelchair.,’’ she said. 

Riders who can use their legs are required to mount the ani- 
mals by themselves but those who need help getting and stay- 
ing on get the help they need. 

The program is rapidly growing in popularity. ‘‘It started 
out with just four or five people but now we have 28 or 30,”’ Pat 
said

tested by Claremont firemen

Claremont Fire Station 101, staffed by Los Angeles 
County firefighters, is participating in a pilot program 
designed to improve emergency medical services in the 
city: 

The eight-months program started this spring. It is one 
of four being conducted in the county. Others are at 
Lawndale, Topanga Canyon and East Los Angeles. 

The program will determine the value of using par- 
amedics who have been promoted to engineers or cap- 
tains as assessment crews. They would provide prompt 
emergency services until such time as a full paramedic 
squad (in this case, Squadron 64 from San Dimas) ar- 
rives. 

This project uses the extensive training of former par- 
amedics in the county who have been promoted to engi- 
#feers or captains to start live-saving procedures and to 
Setermine if a full paramedic squad is needed 
ss For more than five years, Bob Cinader of Los Angeles, 
*Buper visor Pete Schabarums’s appointee to the Emer- 
agency Medical Services Commission, attempted to gain 
sacceptance of this concept for better use of men trained 
as paramedics 
sf Capt. Roland Krumm of Station 101 and Martin Scott, 
*@ Paramedic-engineer, said the program has already 
sproved of value in providing prompt, life-saving medical 
stare in the community 
2 According to Schabarum, ‘‘bureaucratic inertia” 
stalled Cinader’s efforts to develop the program until 

st March. 

Cinader said, ‘‘We have 200 paramedics, each with at 
sleast 1,000 hours of training who were no longer allowed 
sfo serve as paramedics once they were promoted. 

“ ‘In the past, promoted paramedics lost their certifica- 
tion and were unable to render certain live-saving proce- 
s@ures due to a county Health Department requirement 
that they had to serve on a paramedic squad a specific 
shumber of hours Ss per month 

sf ““£his became impossible when the firefighters were 
spromoted and received other assignments,” he ex- 
splained. 
s} Cinader is highly critical of the county health officials 
siwho, he said, ‘‘were dragging their feet and giving par- 
samedic problems a low priority.” 
*« Cinader became involved with paramedics when he 
*produced the ‘‘Emergency”’ television programs for six 
feo Each weekend, he rode with paramedic squadrons 
*to study their situations for use in developing scripts. 
“f While he had great interest in the paramedics, Cinader 
«had no official capacity unitil he was named to the com- 
*$nission in 1975. 

a Although Cinader still writes and produces televison 
‘programs, he no longer produces ‘‘Emergency.” But 
:many firefighters know him personally, either through 
:the-department or as former cast members. 

:; In the meantime, Schabarum reported that Cinader 
‘has become one of the county’s leading spokesman for 
mergency medical services. 

Cinader said there are between 80,000 and 100,000 calls 
year for rescues in the county. Of these, he said, 75 per- 

t do not really need the services of paramedics. 

If an engine company can be first at the scene and de- 
rmine that a full paramedic unit is not needed, this re- 
sfieves the squadron to be available where a life might be 
“Saved. 
s— Krumm reported that Claremont’s Station 101 on Sec- 
snd Street responds to three or four calls a day, 75 per- 
ee of which are rescue calls. ‘‘Of these calls, 75 to 80 
cent do not really require the paramedics.” 
spemccording to Krumm and Cinader, the number of res-

“late building at 325 W. First St., Claremont. 

The shop was a Claremont Community Church activity 
‘during its early years. But it incorporated in 1960 as a in- 
‘dependent organization. A board of 10 directors, led by 
‘Troutman, sets its policies. About 50 volunteers take 
turns running the store. 

Its operations net about $4,000 a year, all donated to 
«support of the other agencies or individuals. 
= Besides clothes, books, lamps and appliances, the 
= ; Economy Shop often sells blankets, jewelry, antiques, 
~ furniture, plumping fixtures and — especially during the 
= Christmas season — toys. 
= Troutman said donations of merchandise come from 
= estates that are closing, church groups, uncompleted ga- 
= rage sales and ‘‘people who just stop in and bring 
= things.”’ 
= The shop attracts unusual loyalty. One worker is Mrs. 
= Ralph Uniake, 97, who Troutman describes as ‘‘our old- 
= est and most consistent volunteer.’’ She has been helping 
= run the Economy Shop for 39 years. 
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cue calls which are not urgent vary in different districts 
and socio-economic areas of the county. 

‘In poorer areas of the county, the percentage of non- 
emergency Calls is the highest,’’ Krumm added. ‘‘Clare- 
mont is about average.”’ 

According to Krumm, the response time for the Clare- 
mont engine company is just a matter of a few minutes. 
If the paramedics from Station 64 are required, the re- 
sponse time is from six to eight minutes. Should other 
paramedics be required, the next squadron in Glendora 
is about 15 minuates away. 

In the meantime, the crew of the engine company, un- 
der the new paramedic support program, can be starting 
intervenous solutions, applying cardiopulmonary resus- 
ciation, administering certain medications and other 
live-saving procedures. 

Krumm said the engine company recently responded 
when a doctor was in full cardiac arrest at the Claremont 
colleges. ‘“By the time the paramedics arrived, we had 
the patient conscious and responding,’’ the captain 
noted. 

In another recent response, the engine company as- 
sisted a woman with a drug overdose and determined 
that she needed hospitalization. They alerted the par- 
amedic squadron and an ambulance. 

Krumm said the Claremont engine company is tape- 
recording all of its responses for the pilot program. Sta- 
tion 120 in Diamond Bar is being used as the ‘control 
unit’’ for the project in Claremont since it serves a simi- 
lar area but has no paramedics assigned to its engine 
company. 

Scott, a paramedic with 8 year’s experience in the Va- 
linda area, was promoted to engineer last year but still 
retains his paramedic rating. 

“‘T think we’ve already proven the value of the pro- 
gram,”’ Scott added. ‘‘We can provide faster medical 
services in the community and, as a result, increase the 
survival rate.” 

He continued, ‘‘Once a paramedic squadron leaves its 
Station in response to a call, its destination can’t be 
changed until the unit is officially relieved. In the event

of a more serious emergency, it may not be available to 
respond and a life could be lost.”’ 

Cinader feels that many fire department and health of- 
ficials underestimate the value of the county paramedic 
program.

Sec. 9-5.202. Administrative Review Committee: Established: Duties and 
Responsibilities 

The City Council hereby establishes an Administrative Review Com- 
mittee consisting of the City Administrator, the Director of Community 
Development and the Director of Public Works. 

The duties and responsibilities of the Administrative Review Committee 
shall be to fully implement the procedures established by CEQA. The ARC 
shall review all ‘‘projects’’, as defined by CEQA, determine their effects on 
the environment and make recommendations to the Planning Commission. 
In addition, the ARC shall review requests and make determinations on the 
allocation of sewer capacity to larger residential (five or more units) as 
well as commercial and industrial projects. 

Sec. 9-5.203. Requirement: Precise Plot Plan and Related Documents 

Projects requiring administrative review shall be submitted in conjune- 
tion with the following: 

(a) Application for preliminary processing and sewer allocation re- 
quest along with accompanying fees. 
(b) Seven copies of precise plot plan specifying and including all re-

(c) Environmental assessment check list. 

(d) Legal description of property including a list of deed restriction, 
required easements, and/or dedications.

9-5.204. Administrative Review Committee: Procedure. 

(a) Upon the receipt of a complete application, as described under See 
tion 9-5.203, the Administrative Review Committee shall review the plan 
and make determination to approve and impose conditions or disapprove it: 
In either case, the Administrative Review Committee shall prepare a 
report and decision summarizing its findings and conclusions. Such deci- 
sion shall be forwarded to the applicant and to the Planning Commission 
within the 10 days following the receipt of such complete application. Appli- 
cant may appeal to the Planning Commission, in writing, or the Planning 
Commission may, upon its own motion, review a decision made by the Ad- 
ministrative Review Committee and render its own decision. 

Article 3. Development Review Process 

Sec. 45.301. Intent 

The purpose and intent of development review preceding Planning Com- 
mission hearing is to streamline the review process involved in properly 
coordinating the physical aspects of a proposed development. The goals 
and objectives of the development review process shall include the 

following: 

(a) Reduce amount of review time between project application and 
Planning Commission consideration by acquiring conditions from all 
reponsible City departments in an ‘expedient manner. 

(b) Minimize applicant's development cost by providing comprehen- 
sive recommendations on initial proposal. 

(c) Eliminate confusion and substantiate applicant’s desire to proceed 
with project by providing applicant with a coordinated list of recommend- 
ations and conditions from all affected City departments. 

(d) Provide, when possible, alernatives to physical constraints affec- 
ting the feasibility of a project by making technical recommendations. 

(e) Encourage efficient, aesthetic and desirable use of land by con- 
sidering proposals in relation to existing and/or proposed development sur- 
rounding them. 

(f) Encourage variety in the physical development pattern of the City 
by considering immediate project surroundings and, where feasible, in- 
troducing elements in contemporary development trends. 

Sec. 9-5.302. Development Review Committee 

The Council hereby establishes a Development Review Committee con- 
sisting of representatives from the following departments and/or 
departmental divisions: 

(a) Planning 

(b) Building 

(c) Engineering 

(d) Housing and Redevelopment 

(e) Fire 

(f) Police 

(g) Other governmental agencies and civic organizations as appointed 
by the City Council from time to time. 

The duties and responsibilities of the Development Review Committee 
shall be to review preliminary development proposals, provide applicant 
with technical advice and serve as technical advisor to the Planning staff, 

Sec. 9-5.303. Requirement: Precise Plot Plan and Related Documents. 

Submittals made for development review shall be in conjunction with and 
the same as Administrative Review Committee submittal under Section 9- 
5.208. 

Sec. 9-5.304. Development Review Committee: Procedure 

Upon receipt of preliminary development proposal, the Development 
Review Committee shall review the plan and produce a list of recommen- 
dations and conditions. Such list shall be forwarded to the applicant within 
ten working days from the date of submittal deadline. The list of 
recommendations shall also be forwarded to the Planning Commission for 
their consideration as condition of project approval. 

In a case where the recommendations of the Development Review Com- 
mittee have substantially altered a proposal, the applicant may be asked to 
resubmit the new plans for further development review. 

Sec. 9-5.305. Appeals. 

The Development Review Committee shall serve as an advisory body 
the Planning Commission and Administrative Review Committee, 
Therefore, any determinations made by this Committee should not be 
deemed as final decisions. t 

Section VI. VALIDITY 

If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase of this ordinance is 
for any reason held to be invalid, such holding or holdings shall not effect 
the validity of the remaining portions of this ordinance. 

The City Council hereby declares that it would have passed this or- 
dinance and each section, subsection sentence, clause or phrase thereof 
irrespective of the fact that any one or more sections, subsections 
sentences, clauses, or phrases be declared invalid. 

Section VII. PUBLICATION 

The City Clerk of the City of Montclair shall cause this ordinance to be 
published in the Montclair Tribune at least once within 15 days after its 
passage.
